Danger Mounts 
W hile the possibility of a Jap­ 
anese move against Russia 
has 
loomed every year since Germany 
invaded the Soviet Union, diplo­ 
m atic observers are inclined to be­ 
lieve the danger is greater 
this 
year than ever before. 
With American strength mount­ 
ing rapidly in the Pacific, Japan, 
it is pointed out, may think this 
is the last year she will have an 
opportunity to strike with 
great 
force at Russia 
With the tide of war 
turning 
against, the European end of the 
Axis, Tokyo also may decide that 
ita own national interests neces­ 
sitate an effort to help Germany 
knock R ussia out of the war be- ! 
fore it it too late. 
Respect For Russ 
The Japanese are known to poi- , 
seas a healthy respect for Russian 
fighting ability, and it is not be­ 
lieved Tokyo will risk the move 
against the Soviet Union 
unless 
the Nippon warlords are convinc­ 
ed it is an imperative necessity. 
It would, however, come aa no 
great surpriae to American offi­ 
cials if the Japanese reached that 
conclusion. It ia felt Tokyo must 
realize that when Germany is de­ 
feated, the United Nation*, 
in­ 
cluding possibly Russia, will turn 
their full attention to Japan. It 
ii* not thought the Japanese lead­ 
ers are so blind as to believe they 
could long escape defeat at the 
hands 
of 
the 
combined 
Allied 
forces, or even the United States

CHICAGO, June 
15—Thirteen 
men accused of stealing parts of 
radar equipment, the highly secret 
device for radio detection of en­ 
emy submarines, planes and ships, 
were free to return to their jobs 
at the W estern Electric Company 
today aa the result of an unusual 
ruling by Federal Judge Philip L. 
Sullivan. 
Five of the 13 pleaded 
guilty 
and asked for probation. Most of 
them admitted taking home reject­ 
ed parts of the radar equipment 
for study. Judge Sullivan 
with­ 
drew the guilty pleas for the five 
and observed: 
"I have read the 
probationary 
reports on these five and I don’t 
know when any defendants before 
me have proved to be such good 
American citizens. According 
to 
these reports, the defendants took 
the property for study in order to 
improve the United States radar 
equipment. They were trying to 
perfect som ething 
better 
than 
present equipment 
at 
Western 
Electric. 
"My conscience will not permit 
me to brand these men as felons 
I understand 
W estern 
Electric 
will re-employ all these men." 
Then, after finding the defend­ 
ants not guilty, he told them: 
"Go back to your jobs and do 
everything you can to help this 
country win the war. You’re get­ 
ting a lesson in how American jus­ 
tice works."

WASHINGTON, June 15 — Sec- 
tary of the N avy Frank Knox to­ 
day asserted that America’s Pa­ 
cific submarine

Referring to the eight American 
submarines which have been lost 
in the Pacific w'hile taking a heavy 
toll of enemy shipping, Knox said 
that their loss has been replaced 
"many times over." 
In response to questions at his 
news conference, the secretary ex­ 
plained the recent lull 
in major 
Pacific operations with the itate- 
ment that “it takes a long w’hile 
to get ready for any kind of a 
sizeable movement." 
Prepare For Action 
Knox declined to amplify his de­ 
claration, but it was recalled that 
in a recent speech he stated 
that 
one 
of 
the 
greatest 
American 
fleets 
ever 
assembled w as 
on 
watch in the South Pacific and 
preparing "for fresh activities." 
The statem ent concerning 
the 
increase in A m ericas submarine 
fleet came 
in 
connection with 
Knox’ comment on the navy’s dis­ 
closure late yesterday that U. S. 
undersea 
craft have 
sunk 
and 
damaged 17 more Japanese ships. 
He w as asked if this large num­ 
ber of Torpedo attacks on Japan­ 
ese ships signified a vast increase 
in submarine operations. 
“There has been a steady growth 
of attacks," Knox replied. 
“The 
men aboard are 
learning their 
trade. 
They

getting more 
skilled and, production of submar­ 
ines is going along very satisfac­ 
torily." 
"Have we replaced 
the eight 
submarines w e have lost so far?"

Blood Tests in Diagnosis 


By IX)GAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN MAKING a complete exam­ 
ination in order to arrive at a 
diagnosis of the patient, the ex­ 
amination of the blood is very im-

portent. 
The blood goes every­ 
where in the body: it is a sort of 
common reservoir for all chem­ 
ical reactions th at occur, as well 
as reactions against infection and 
contagious diseases. 
Examination of the blood to see 
what the anatomical condition is 
also ha* it* importance. The blood 
is formed in the bone m arrow and 
the cells float for a few weeks or 
months and ara then destroyed in 
the spleen or liver. 
If some sort of infection — a 
severe influenza or other weaken­ 
ing disease—comes along, there is 
a depression of the bone marrow, 
the number of cells formed will 
diminish and we have a condition 
of anemia. This is an important 
indication for treatm ent in that J 
various foods, vitamins, iron and J 
liver should be given in order to 
bring the blood up to normal. 
Besides the red cells there are i 
also the white cells or phagocytes 
in the blood, which appear any 
place where there is inflammation 
or infected cuts or burn* and 
which do their part in killing off 
these invaders. 
In a case of appendicitis or 
pneumonia the physician oft* n j 
wanta to know whether the pa­ 
tient’* defenses are responding 
properly and there is no better 
way to tell than to And out bow 
many leucocytes are in the cireu- I 
latin* blood. W hereas normally I 
there are about 8,000, in the ca«e j 
of 
pneumonia 
or 
appendicitis 
there may be 30,000 or 40,000. 
This condition, known as leucocy- 
tosis, la a good indication but it | 
is alto a method of measuring the j 
favorable response of the body. 
Fortunately the technical meth­ 
ods which determine the number I 
of red cells and white cells are I 
very simple and can be done with­ 
out any laboratory 
equipment 
other than a microscope and a 
counting chamber. 
But these anatomical features 


of the blood are only the beginning 
of what we would like to know 
about it. W ithin the last 25 years 
methods of making a chemical 
examination of the blood have im­ 
proved so that we can determine 
very accurately just what chem­ 
icals ar* floating around and in 
what 
concentrations. 
For 
in­ 
stance, in the case of diabetes 
where the starch metabolism is 
disturbed and the body does not 
utilize starch and sugar, it accum­ 
ulates in the blood. This we can 
measure. 
Kffect of Bright’s Disease 
Again, in cases of Bright's dis­ 
ease where the kidney is not func­ 
tioning normally, the substances 
which It ordinarily throws off such 
as urea, creatinine and other ni­ 
trogenous substances, accumulate 
in the blood stream. Normally the 
nonprotein nitrogen of th* blood 
should not be more than 40; in 
Bright's disease it may be as high 
as 60 or 80 and the amount of re­ 
tention is an indication of the 
functional capacity of th* kid­ 
ney!. 
This can be adjusted and helped 
by adjusting the diet and ie valu- 
ablf from the standpoint of treat­ 
ment as well as diagnosis. 
In gout there is a disturbance 
of uric acid metabolism and the 
uric acid content of the blood can 
be very accurately measured and 
the severity of the gouty eondi- 
tion determined by this reading. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. A. M.: Is there any truth in 
the old adage that drinking water 
with meal* will make a person 
fat? That is, is the water itself 
fattening, or does it tend to make 
the food you eat more digestible? 
I drink on th* average three 
glasses of water with each meal. 
Answer: 
It is certain that 
water itself is not fattening. It is 
also probable that w ater drunk 
with meals goes in a kind of sluice 
along the top of the stomach and 
docs not mix with the food a t all 
and therefore does not make it 
more digestible. Many people find 
th at water drinking increases ap­ 
petite, however, so this may be 
the explanation of those eases in 
which it seems to increase weight. 
I do not think that three glasses 
with a meal is too much.

British statesmanship evidently had not thought of that possibility. 
The theory hitherto has been that it would be perfectly heavenly 
lf Russia would attack the J a r ' This country naturally has thought 
so Being at war with Nippon, it is argued that its activities against 
the Islanders would be Immensely facilitated if the latter could be 
provided with a formidable enemy from their opposite point of the 
compass. 
Incidentally, Russian Siberia w’ould be a mightily con­ 
venient taking off place for our own planes, bomb­ 
esin* 
ing the Mikado’s archipelago 
Crying 
T*1* Chinese, being more fiercely pressed than our­ 
selves, have yearned even more ardently for Russian 
far Aid 
aid than we have 
England, for obvious reasons, has Inclined to con­ 
centrate more Intensively upon the European Axis folk, aa more 
immediately threatening neighbors. The Australasian Britons and 
the western coastal Canadians look Jap&n-ward with considerable 
anxiety, but the home land tends to take its tim# about the situation 
If Japan, though, w'ere to hop the warpath against the Soviets in 
short order, the whole United Nations' outfit would be hustled into 
anti-Japanese vigor. 
Wny the Russians have been hesitant to hop the Jap*, to the 
formers’ eastward, is understandable enough. Th# Soviets doubtless 
are too s u f f ic ie n tly occupied with the Nazis to volunteer for an addi­ 
tional campaign unless absolutely compelled to do so 
It has been equally explicable why the Japs have been slow to 
aggravate their own fight by taking the initiative against Comrade 
6-a ., a. 


Just now, though, they may estimate that the aituation has 
changed with them. 
Temporarily they are having fairly good luck with their hostili­ 
ties. Th# United States is at such long range that we are not press­ 
ing them seriously. They doubtless are confident that, in the long 
run, they can lick the Chinese, if unassisted. 
Assume, then, that in comparatively jig time, they conquer th# 
bulk of China. 
The western European powers won t care greatly. They won’t Uke 
It, but, tuckered out, they won’t want to sta rt a fresh war In the 
Orient But Russia will be an exception. The Soviets ar# nearly as 
Asiatic as they ar* European. Their gam* will be to keep it up 
indefinitely. 
And they can make a long fight, independently against the Jape 
And win the western democracies (regarding them as outlaw 
Communists) help them? 
The conclusion would M an to be that the Jape don’t care how the 
rest of the fight comes out—lf they gobble the Chinese, lf they have 
licked the Russians and lf the democracies quit the conflict, ss no 
longer material to them for a generation. 
Of th# Russians alone they probably ar# not 
greatly afraid. 
They have fought them before and beaten them. 
It v\ ain t clean-cut but it was adequate. 
Scarcely needful to say, Japan can’t want Russia 
to deal with just now if it is avoidable. Still, she may be able to 
consolidate herself as sh* may not be able to later. 
it is guessed that she will direct some aviatorial jab* *t Pacific 
mast*! America, but she won’t count on a foothold on Qii* side of 
the ocean. * 
All the same, s Jap-Russe war is assessed as ahead speedily. 
It won t be of Russian initiation, but it will be of general Interest 
•i-jesses ar* that 60 daya will se* a start on it. 
it wont suit the Axis’ strategy. It will be to the democracies’ 
pulley to begin i t It will yank Russia into the war In a fashion she 
ie

Use of Mulches in Victory Garden 


•y DIAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 
MULCHING IS one of the best 
method* of conserving moisture 
in the Victory garden. Mulch ma­ 
terial helps the soil to retain 
moisture 
by 
preventing 
rapid 
evaporation, 
and this in turn 
keeps the roots of plants from 
drying out. Mulching is of espe­ 
cial value to the busy Victory 
gardener, for it is a good substi­ 
tute 
for 
hoeing 
or watering. 
Mulching material should be ap­ 
plied after a good fall of rain. 
A a illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, mulching 
between the row* of vegetables 
with straw, hay, dried lawn clip­ 
pings, leaves or similar material 


will help to conserve moisture and 
also keep down weeds. 
Shallow rooted plant! such as 
raspberries should be mulched to 
protect their roots from the dan­ 
ger of being scorched during the 
hot summer months. Strawberry 
fruits will be found to be much 
cleaner than normally if mulching 
material (straw is good) is placed 
around the plants. 
W’hen mulching fruit trees keep 
the mulching material from four 
to »ix inches away from the 
trunk, as illustrated. When a 
mulch is placed too clote to the 
tree trunk it affords a sheltered 
place for mice with dangerous ac­ 
ce#* to the bark of the tree.

drafting of fathers until the last 
possible moment, the WMC set a 
six months limit on the occupa­ 
tional deferment of men between 
18 and 25 without children. 
Employers for the first time

said that this instruction does not

May Not Ort Call 
Some officials said that unless 
a man with children classed as

Manpower Chief McNutt in tes­
